nzlne of Commerce John Mnstln says 
that just as the date of the discovery 
of gold Is too remote even to be guess- 
ed at so Is the origin of gold leaf lost 
lu antiquity. . 
' 
- 


On some of the most ancient mum- 


mies discovered gold leaf has been used 
on the skin, tongue, teeth, etc., and 
in some. Instances on the coffins also. 
It also appears on tombs, monument* 
and the like, nnd, strange to say, 
though gilding with "thin sheets of 
hammered gold" and "skins of gold"— 
otherwise gold leaf-was known to be 
practiced at least In the eighth cen- 
tury 11. 0., the process of bringing the 
gold Into these fine sheets or "skins'," 
was, at any rate In the eleventh cen- 
tury. A. D.. substantially the same ns 
that used todny, no advance whatever 
having been made- In the Intervening 
nine centuries. 


Further, on soniO'Of tho Grecian pot- 


tery of the fifth century the gold leaf, 
used Is as thin as that used today, so 
that In results obtained also we have 
uot advanced in tlie least, but Btlll keep 
practically to ihe(samo average thick- 
ness ns that used on the Egyptian cof- 
fins of the third century A. D. and 
most of the Greek vases of Ihe fifth.

A Silk Producing Caterpillar. 


In Assam, where the natives call it- 


"cri.'' a silk producing caterpillar has 
bopn used for silk spinning for cen- 
turies, hut, stninpe to say. Its employ- 
ment for the puri-u«e has been restrict- 
ed almost exclusively to that region. 
One of Its advantages Is that Its co- 
coons are not sealed like those of the 
common silkworm. One end of the co- 
coon Is closed only with converging 
loops of silk. This renders It unneces- 
sary to kill the Insect when Its silk is 
used.

SPAIN WILL NOT 


CHANGEHER POLICY 


Attitude;'Toward Vatican Has 


Been 
: Correct, Says Premier 


San Sebastian, Aug. 26.—At acati- 


nct council, which was presided over 
by King Alfonso, vrho had just 
re- 


turned from abroad, Premier'Canale- 
jas read a telegram from Marquis dc 
Gonzales, counsellor of the Spanish 
embassy at tne Vatican, announcing 
the receipt from the papal secretary 
of state of a long note answering a 
number of points raised In the last 
Spanish note nnd exposing at length 
the Vatican's grievances against the 
Spanish ministry. 


Premier Canalejas declared that al- 


though he did not know 
the 
exact 


tenor of the note, It would In no way 
affect his policy. 
"Whatever reasons 


are put forward by the Vatican," he 
added, "the. government will not 
change the attitude it has maintained 
since the beginning of the conflict." 


The premier said that the test ot 


the note was;too important .to risk 
causing errors ln.lt by telegraphing 
and thai therefore It was eipecled lo 
reach Spain at the end of the week.
